The Bible is the Word of God. 


There are no real contradictions, 
no mistakes, in the blessed Word 
of God. In‘ the original manuscripts 
even the very words were inspired 
of God. Jesus said about the Scrip 
tures that “every word... proceed- 
eth out of the mouth of God” 
(Matthew 4:4), and again Jesus 
said, “the scripture cannot be 
broken” (John 10:35). - 

Here follows my letter to my un- 
believing friend, giving his so- 
called “contradictions.” with the 
contradictions all explained away. 
“My dear Mr. : 


“Your tetter, asking’ some’ques~” 


tions about the Bible, came a few 
days ago. I take it that you are 
young, that you have not made 
an honest study of the Bible as yet, 
but have picked’ up some of the 
old,.old, hoary chestnuts of unbe- 
lievers of a generation ago. I am 
sorry to see anybody with a ram- 
bling and frivolous approach to 
important matters, and with time 
to waste; as one would judge you 
have, but I am glad to answer your 
questions, and I assure you that a 
little more study on your own part 
would have solved all your diffi- 


. culties, if you came to the Bible 


with an open heart and if you real- 
ly were interested in finding out 
the truth about God’s Word. 


“First, you seem to have some 
trouble with the word verbal. Ver- 
bal inspiration is simply word in- 
spiration, that is, inspiration of the

very words of the original manu- 
scripts of the Bible, not inspiration 
of the various translations, of 
course. 


“1. You asked, “What kind of 
light did God create the first day, 
three days before he created the 
source of all earthly lights, the 
sun?” You are misinformed. The 
sun is not the source of all earth- 
ly lights. The sun is not the source 
of the light from the stars. The 
sun is not the source of the light 
from phosphoresence from ligh- 
tening bugs, from volcanoes, from 
fire.

“God is light, and in 
him is no darkness,” says the 
Scriptures (I John 1:5).

To say that the 
sun is the source of all light is 
the same as saying that there is 
no God, which is silly. The sun is 
not a creator, but is created. God 
said, “Let there be light’ and lat- 
er when He made the sun, He

for these many centuries has been 
giving off light at God’s command.

J. Stratton Shufelt and I are in 
the first week of a blessed union re- 
vival campaign on the east side 
of Huntington, West Virginia.

To make the sun, or any created 
piece of matter an original source 
in itself would be as silly as to 
say that an automobile had no 
manufacturer, 


“2. You do not believe that the 
statement in Genesis 2:17, to Ad- 
am, “for in the day that thou eat- 
est thereof thou shalt surely die.” 
You say that Adam and Eve did 
not die. Now, wouldn’t you think 
that any honest student would have 
looked a little further? If there 
were a brasen contradiction in the 
same chapter don’t you think that 
Moses, who was inspired to write 
it, would have detected it as soon 
as you would, and would have cor- 
rected it? But actually for anyone 
who gives it a moment’s thought, 
there is no contradiction. Through- 
out the Bible God speaks of spirit- 
ual death. Lost sinners are said to 
be “dead in trespases and sin” 
(Eph. 2:1), “dead in sins” (Eph. 
2:5), “dead in your sins” (Col. 
2:13). “Thou hast a name that 
thou livest, and are dead’ (Rev. 
So Adam and Eve became 
poor lost sinners the moment they 
disobeyed God. They became spirit- 
ually dead, lost, strangers from 
- God. And that is not all; death en- 
tered into their bodies and they 
became mortal beings, subject to 
physical death. That was the be- 
ginning of decay. That day they 
died spiritually and began to die 
exactly as God told 
them. And even a casual investi- 
gation would have shown that 
clear meaning and the literal ful- 
filment of God’s warning. 


“3. You find an apparent contra- 
diction in II Kings 2:11 which says, 
“And it came to pass, as they still 
went on, and talked that, behold, 
there appeared a chariot of fire, 
and horses of fire, and parted them 
both asunder; and Elijah went up 
nd into heaven,” and 
in John 3:13 where Jesus said 
about Himself, “And no man hath 
ascended up to heaven, but he that 
came down from heaven, even the 
Son of man which is in heaven.’ 
You think that Jesus is saying that 
no one ever ascended to Heaven 


“but Him. It does appear from the 


-yersion, but the diffi- 
culty is very easily settled by one 
look at the Greek from which the 
English was translated in John 3: 
13. Actually, instead of saying, 
“And no man hath ascended up to 
heaven, but he that came down 
from heaven, eyen the Son of man 

., Jesus said, “And no man hath 
ascended up to heaven, if not he 
that came down from heaven.’ A 


_ glight error in the _ translation 


makes the apparent difficulty. The 


- “little word “but” is a translation 


of two short Greek words, ei, me. 
The first little word, ¢i, is simply 
if, and is so translated 325 times 
in the Bible. The little word ma 
is very frequently translated not; 
is translated lest fifteen times; is 
translated that not eight times, etc. 
Jesus was simply saying in John 
8:13 that no man had ever ascend- 
ed up to Heaven if He Himself 
had not. He meant that Nicodemus 
must take His word for heavenly 
things, since He had been in Heav- 
en and knew the truth, that Nic- 


. odemus must be born again. 


“4, Your misunderstanding of 
Judges 1:19 seems childish. ‘And 
the Lord was with Judah; and he 
drave out the inhabitants of the 
mountain; but could. not drive out 


the inhabitants of the valley, be- 
had chariots of iron.’ | v¢, 


cause they 
But the “he” refers to Judah and 
not to the Lord. The meaning is, 
Judah drave out the inhabitants, 


"of the mountain, but could not 


drive out the .inhabitants of the 
valley, because they had chariots 
of iron. If you had only looked 
in the seventeenth verse, two 
verses above, you would have seen 


- THE SWORD OF THE LORD 
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that the singular pronoun is used 
referring. to Judah; “ and Judah 
went -with Simeon his _ brother.” 
The Lord was with Judah, and Ju- 
dah drove out the inhabitants of 
the mountain; but Judah could net 
drive out the inhabitants of the 
valley because they had chariots 
of iron. God could have done so, 
but God gave Judah only tempor- 
ary and limited help, because, of 
that tribe’s sins, You must have 
wanted very badly to find some- 
thing wrong with the Bible, to ac- 
cept that without any investiga- 
tion whatever, as a fault in the 
Word of God. 


“5. You are puzzled, you say, by 
Ecclesiastes 3:19, 20 which says, 
“For that which befalleth the sons 
of men befalleth beasts; even one 
thing befalleth them: as the one 
dieth, so dieth the other; yea, they 
have all one breath; so that a man 
hath no preeminence above a 
beast: for all is yanity. All go unto 
one place; all are of the dust, and 
all turn to dust again.” You think 
that contradicts the plain state- 
ments of Daniel 12:2 which says 
some will be resurrected to ever- 
lasting life and some to shame and 
everlasting contempt. Again, your 
trouble is lack of investigation. 
Further study would have shown 
you the following: The book of 
Ecclesiastes clearly and repeatedly 
professes to speak only regarding 
this life, and of the things “under 
the sun,” as seen through the eyes 
of a man. Solomon. For example, 
in Ecclesiastes 1:13 the writer 
says, “And I gave my heart to 
seek and search out by “wisdom 
concerning all the things that are 
done tinder heaven.” Verse 14 says, 
“T have seen all the works that are 
done under the sun.” Verse 17 says, 
“And I gave my heart to know 
wisdom, and to know madness 
and folly: I perceived that this al- 
so is vexation of spirit.” All the 
way through the book of Ecclesias- 
tes clearly professes to be the 
words of Solomon telling all he 
could learn about life with his un- 
aided human understanding, and 
without any divine inspiration to 
show him about the future. Then 
God inspired him to write down 
this human. record. Thus we-have 
God’s infallible record of Solomon’s 
earthly wisdom. No other book in 
the Bible professes to be written 
in this way. But not once in the 
book of Ecclesiastes are we told 
that the matter written down was 
revealed from God. Not once does 
Solomon profess to speak .about 
anything more than he himself had 
investigated and could see with hu- 
man eyes or understand with hu- 
man wisdom. And all of us know, 
of course, that to.the human eye 
good men and bad men and beasts 
all alike die, and their bodies de- 
cay. Ecclesiastes 3:19 and 20 says 
no more than. this. 


6. I am glad to help you about 
the two genealogies of Jesus, one 
given in Matthew 1:1-16, and the 
other in Luke 3:23-38. You say the 
two genealogies are different. Of 
course they are! That in Matthew 
is the genealogy of Joseph, as it 
clearly states. Matthew 1:16 says, 
“And Jacob begat Joseph the hus- 
band of Mary, of whom was born 
Jesus, who is called Christ.” The 
genealogy in Luke is the genea- 
logy of Mary, the mother of Je- 
sus. Luke 3:23 says, “And Jesus 
himself began to be about thirty 
years of age, being (as was sup- 
posed) the son of Joseph, which 
as the son of Heli.” Notice that 
the words “the son” are in italics 
in Luke 8:23, which means they 
are not.in the Greek at all, but 
supplied. by the translators. The 
verse should read, “And Jesus 
himself began to be about thirty 
years of age, being (as was sup- 
posed) the son of Joseph, which 
was of Heli.” Heli was the father 
of Mary; Joseph, was his son- 
in-law. We are not told that 
Heli begat Joseph, for he did not. 
We are not told that Joseph was 
the son of Heli. Actually he: was 
his son-in-law. Among Jews the 
custom was to keep genealogies by 
fathers of course. Through Joseph, 
His foster father Jesus had stand- 
ing as having descended from Dav- 
id. Actually through Mary, His real 
mother, He did descend from Dav- 
id. And it was absolutely necessary 
that through Mary’s line, the gen- 
ealogy in Luke should show the 
actual descent through Nathan, 
David’s sor, instead of through 
Solomon and the kingly line who 
actually reigned following David.

The employee argues that the 
laborer is worthy of his hire. And 
the employer agrees to the truth 


around the question as to how 
much that hire shall be. There is 
not a reasonable man‘in the world 
that will not agree to the fact that 
a “labourer is worthy of his hire.” 
And so it is true in the case of 
our text. Here also the laborer is 
worthy of his hire, and most as- 
suredly shall receive his just dues. 
It is up to us to determine wheth- 
er we shall receive “the wages of 
sin’ which is death, or “the gift 
of God,’ which is “eternal life 
through Jesus Christ our Lord.” 
Hither of these is just and righ- 
teous, and we may have our choice. 
If we choose to serve sin and Sa- 
tan, then we must receive. the wag- 
es of sin, which is death. If we 
choose to.accept Christ as our) 
Saviour and serve God, then Wwe 
may enjoy the eift of God which 
is eternal life through Jesus Christ 
our Lord. 


As long as this age lasts, there 
is one wage which no man can 
raise or lower, and one master who 
deals out just dues. That master is 
sin and that wage is death. 

This text divides itself into two 
great subjects, namely: THE 
WAGES OF SIN and THE GIFT 
OF GOD. 


l. THE WAGES OF SIN 


The word “wages” here means 
“rations.” It refers to the fish ra- 
tions which were issued to the Ro- 
man soldiers. It is a word signify- 
ing a soldier’s pay — that which is 
due, that which one earns or de- 
serves, or merits as proper pay. 

Sin is a warfare; it is rebellion 
against God; and the proper pay 
in that army and warfare is death. 
This is not arbitrary, but it is ap- 
propriate, It is proper desert. It 
is exactly what was promised in 
payment for such service. 

“In the day ye eat thereof ye 
shall die.” “The soul that sinneth, 
it shall die.” 

Sin is transgression, an over- 
stepping of the law of God, the 
divine boundary between good and 
evil. 

Sin is iniquity, an act inherently 
wrong whether expressly forbidden 
or not. 

Sin is error, a departure from 
right. 

Sin is missing the mark, a fail- 
ure to measure up to the divine 
standard. 

Sin is trespassing, the intrusion: 
of self-will into the sphere of di- 
vine authority. 

Sin is lawlessness or spiritual 
anarchy. 

Sin is unbelief, or an insult to 
the divine veracity.

But on the other hand, eternal 
life is in no sense the wages of 
human righteousness, merit, or ef- 
fort. Man has never done anything 
to merit eternal life, and he never 
can do anything to earn it.

2. Eternal life is just the opposite 


from eternal death. 


You will recall that we said 
physical death is separation of the 
soul from the body. Well, physical 
life is just the opposite. It is the 
union of the soul with the body. 

And, we noted that spiritual 
death was the separation of man 
from God; whereas spiritual life 
is the union of man with God, And 
eternal death is the separation of 
the whole man— body, soul and 
spirit from God eternally; 
whereas eternal. life is the union 
of the whole man—body, soul, 
and spirit — with God eternally. 


3. But eternal life is not something 
wholly future. 


Eternal life begins here and now, 
the moment:we accept Jesus Christ 
as our Saviour. ‘He that hath the 
Son hath life, and he that hath not 
the Son of God hath not life.” I 
John 5:12. 

Jesus said “He that heareth my 
word and believeth on him that 
sent me hath everlasting life, and 
shall not come into condemnation, 
but is passed from death unto life.”’ 
John 5;24. It is the present tense 
—‘‘hath.” Not “may have” or 
“shall have,” but “HATH.” 

It makes very little difference 
whether you have anything else 
or not. If you have Jesus Christ 
you have eternal life; and if you 
do not have Jesus Christ you do 
not have eternal life. 


4. Although eternal life is the life 
of heaven, it is to be enjoyed here 


and now. 


There are homes in this world 
in the strictest of poverty, with 
scarcely enough to furnish the 
house, where heaven has already 
begun. The folks in those homes 
enjoy eternal life because they 
have Christ as the Head of the 
home, and the Host at every meal. 
In those homes God’s Word is read, 
prayer is offered, thanks is re- 
turned at the meals, and the chil- 
dren are trained in the kuowledge 
of the Lord.

He ‘read the New .Testament, and 


came out of the blacknéss*of de- 
spair, of penance and purgatory, 
into the glorious light of full and 
free salvation in Jesus Christ, and 
the hope of Heaven without going 
through the fire.: 


He was reading his New Testa- 
ment one Saturday night . while 
on his knees. There came to his 
attention this Scripture: “The gift 
of God is eternal life through Je- 
sus Christ our Lord.” He arose 
from his knees, saying to himself: 
“Accept the gift, and love the Giv- 
er,” and penance, purgatory, 
priestly absolution, prayers, to 
Mary and the\saints, vanished like 
the darkness before the rising sun. 

He spent all that Saturday night 
in prayer and praise, repeating as 
he walked the floor of his room: 
“I accept the gift, and Ff love the 
Giver.” The next morning he an- 
nounced to his assembled congre- 
gation that he had renounced the 
priesthood. He had founded that 
church and had been a priest there 
for about twenty-five years. 


His people rose in different parts 
of the church, and said: ‘Father, 
what is the matter?” 


He answered: “I have accepted

for eternal life, and hereafter I 
shall not administer absolution. I 
shall not prescribe penance. I shall 
preach that there is no purgatory 
to be feared, and I will ask every- 
body to come straight to the Lord 


Jesus without my having to inter- “ 


vene.” 


“Now,” he continued, ‘I cannot 
remain in my present position, 
holding those views. Last night on 
my knees, I accepted Jesus Christ 
as my all-sufficient Saviour.” 


Then the thought came to him 
— why cannot God do for my dear. 
people what He has done for me? 
And in response to their request, 
he preached for an hour and three- 
quarters, and they all forgot about 
the clock. At the close of his ser- 
mon, he said: “All in this house 
who will stand with me in accept- 
ing Jesus Christ as an all-suffi- 
cient Saviour without penance, 
purgatory, priestly absolutions, and 


/without the intercession of Mary 


and the saints rise to your feet.” 


And 1,000 of them stood up. And 
that church became a Presbyterian 
church. Not more than thirty fam- 
ilies in that whole congregation 
clung* to Rome. Chiniquy and his 
faithful followers were saved, sanc- 
tified, and set free. They were de- 
livered from the guilt, and penal- 
ty, and dominion of sin. They came 
into possession of eternal life as
